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Can College Graduates Read? 


Reading Apathy Is an Occupational Disease from Which Many Suffer

CoLLEGE GRADUATES who do not know how 
to read constitute a major indictment of 
American educational methods and a con- 
stant challenge to the country’s publishers 
and booksellers. 

Large numbers of college graduates do know 
how to read, in the fullest sense, but there 
are far too many whose acute reading apathy 
might be described as an occupational dis- 
ease. To observant teachers and candid pub- 
lishers, this statement is a commonplace of 
the day’s work. 

It is true that alumni of almost all col- 
leges have more or less mastered the mechan- 
ics of reading and they have managed to 
batter their way through enough “required 
reading” to pass their examinations and ac- 
quire their diplomas, but they have come to 
loathe reading and, to make matters worse, 
they think they are completely and finally 
“educated.” In all too many instances books 
are associated in their minds with assign- 
ments and examinations; reading means 
work, in some cases even pain. A book be- 
comes, ‘n recollection, a dreaded chore. The 
root of the *-ouble goes back even further 
than college days. In the most impression- 
able days at school, book reading too often 
has become associated with midnight-oil and 
the drudgery of home-work. Students are 
taught by teachers who are themselves vic- 
tims of the same educational process, and 
who openly or sub-consciously have a posi- 
tive distaste for disinterested reading. Wrong 
life-patterns are thus formed, and instead of 
stepping forth as an eager candidate for 
continuing education, who should look for-

ward to a lifetime of learning and reading 
after commencement, we get an unripe Bach- 
elor of Arts who is scarcely an adult and 
who shuns education like the plague. 

Fortunately the more progressive educators 
are trying to correct this condition. Some 
schools are letting students discover the fun 
in good books. Some professors, like Cope- 
land, formerly at Harvard, Phelps at Yale, 
Weaver and Erskine at Columbia, have the 
inspired faculty of setting their students’ hair 
on fire for self-education, the only kind that 
is durable, and the kind that is utterly im- 
possible without a thorough mastery of book- 
reading, home library-building, and _ the 
technique of what Dr. Abraham Flexner 
calls “tearing the heart out of a book.” 

Teachers should not give out assignments 
on the bland assumption that their pupils 
know how to read efficiently. Reading must 
be taught and learned as a technique, as an 
art, as a working method of self-education, 
as a way of life. I don’t mean a vague rap- 
ture for “the booksy folk” and literary teas. 
I mean a robust respect for knowledge, an 
adventurous and tough-minded attitude to- 
ward ideas, a willingness to grow and experi- 
ment and think for one’s self, a civilized and 
thoroughly liberal determination never to 
stop learning. 

Turn the average college graduate loose in 
the New York Public Library or in the 
British Museum, and he is utterly at sea. 
Courses in the art of reading should correct 
this. Beginning even in elementary grades 
and in high schools, boys and girls should be 


taught and inspired to have pride of owner- 
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ship in books, to use books and libraries re- 
sourcefully and with relish. The actual 
procedure of extracting information and ac- 
quiring knowledge from books can be taught 
deliberately and systematically. Thus stu- 
dents should master intelligent note-taking 
as an educational process, instead of sedulous 
transcribing, which is little short of legalized 
cribbing and school-boy plagiarism. 

In such courses on the methodology of 
reading, the rudiments of bibliography and 
classification should be taught, together with 
the thrill of tracking down facts in reference 
books, the adventure of ideas, the relation of 
literature to life, the elements of criticism, 
appraisal and book-selection, together with 
the physical care of books and the history of 
books and libraries. 

Teachers who can capture the imagination 
of their students, and direct and inspire, 
rather than force and warp, their reading 
habits should be encouraged and rewarded. 
Librarians should work more closely with 
grade-schools, high-schools, and colleges in 
the formulation of reading lists and courses 
in the art of reading and home-library-build- 
ing. Without the mastery of this most basic 
of all tools, education becomes a mockery and 
the student a hater rather than a lover of books. 
Without such equipment, most people can’t 
use a public library or enjoy a private one. 
At best they become occasional book-borrow- 
ers, parasites on the world of letters. 

Whenever booksellers and publishers fore- 
gather, there is much talk of poor retail out- 
lets, small homes with insufficient shelf-space, 
high prices, and the competition of radio, 
the movies, bridge, golf, and motor-cars. 
These are all legitimate topics for trade sur- 
veys, but underlying all of them is the car- 
dinal problem of the desire to read. When 
you have the desire, you will walk a mile to 
find a bookstore; you will prune the dead- 
wood from your shelves and make room for 
the better books, old and new alike; you will 
borrow, steal, or otherwise raise the money, 
or cut less durable satisfactions from your 
budget; you will silence the radio, forget the 
juvenile fantasy of the screen; you will weary 
of grand slams, niblicks, and traffic conges- 
tion. The will is Everything. 

Beyond condoning the fact that our liter- 
ary tastes seem to be permanently entrenched 
on a low plateau, there remains much that 
the bookseller can do to stimulate the will 
to read. Obviously, his sphere of influence is 
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more restricted than that of the teacher. His 
words do not carry the same authority. Nor 
can they attain the same permanence. But 
this should not prevent him from exerting 
what influence he may have, whenever and 
wherever the opportunity presents itself. 

Several devices come to mind immediately 
which might well be employed by booksell- 
ers. They can assemble and treasure in their 
files complete lists of homecoming college 
graduates. These should be expanded from 
year to year, on the not unreasonable assump- 
tion that four years in college give the stu- 
dent an awakened interest in ideas of one 
sort or another. The bookseller should cir- 
cularize to this list at specific intervals. He 
should pass on to the young graduate, in 
readable form, general gossip about new 
books, developments in literary circles, recent 
theories about criticism; in short, all topics of 
interest which might possibly command the 
attention of one who for four (or more) 
years has been subjected to the exigencies of 
the academic life. 

Such a list should be kept separate from 
the bookseller’s general file. It should become 
the store’s A list; no effort should be spared 
in keeping it up to date and accurate. It 
should be made the basis for special kinds 
of circularization, which might go so far as to 
be directly in line with the actual hobbies and 
known personal traits of the graduates con- 
cerned. It is natural to suppose, for example, 
that John Jones, who, during his college 
years, specialized in Medieval History, 
would be a logical reader of “Peter Abelard.” 
Call this book to his attention, tell him what 
it’s about, what the critics said about it, and 
how it came to be published. Give him, in 
other words, the inside story. 

Particular responsibility in this connection 
rests with booksellers in college towns. It 1s 
clearly up to them to keep their stock of 
popular-priced and likeable books up to date, 
to foster and encourage interest whenever 
possible in the art of reading. 

It cannot be emphasized too strongly how 
important is the keeping of all book-buyers’ 
or book-readers’ lists cross-referenced or cate- 
gorized on the basis of known interests—not 
merely hobbies of the conventional sort, such 
as bridge and golf, but deeper-rooted pas- 
sions, prejudices, enthusiasms, and_proclivi- 
ties. Write to a customer, or telephone a 
customer, or even circularize him on a sub- 
ject in which he is keenly, deeply interested 
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and he is half sold before you start. Write 
him on something else and the letter is in 
the waste basket before you’ve told him one- 
tenth of your story. This simple, obvious 
platitude of bookselling practice cannot be 
stressed too strongly. Ascertain your cus- 
tomers’ interests, record them, and follow 
them through resourcefully, tactfully, intelli- 
gently. 

It is up to the booksellers to contribute, in 
many ways, towards the re-direction of pub- 
lic interest into reading channels. In circu- 
larizing students, college graduates, and the 
general list alike, booksellers should put to 
use such splendid agents as the list of books 
recommended for student reading which the 
National Council of Teachers of English has 
just issued. On this list are included nine 
hundred books, carefully chosen and show- 
ing an immense catholicity of taste. 

This is but one of many many ways in 
which the bookseller can play his part, along 
with the teacher, in attaining an all impor- 
tant objective—the winning of the nation 
back to books. He can do his share. But 
only by taking his responsibilities seriously. 

If the five million college graduates of this 
country increased their book-reading time by 
even as little as ten per cent, the results 
would be tremendous. If people generally 
changed their intellectual fuel or re-charged 
their mental batteries with the same regular- 
ity they devoted to changing motor oil every 
thousand miles, or replacing frayed playing- 
cards, there might be something like a re- 
birth of learning in our republic, and a new 
deal for publishers and booksellers. 

As it is, we are distinctly not a book- 
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reading country. We wallow in magazines 
and drug ourselves with movies. 

I do not wish to be fanatical on the subject. 
Reading alone is no royal road to wisdom. 
There are many well-read block-heads, and a 
few of my best friends read only spasmodi- 
cally. Nor do I wish to denounce all games 
and recreations that interfere with reading. 
As realistic publishers, we have a department 
for divertisements and issue our share of 
books on bridge, puzzles, and golf, as well as 
the more serious books in fiction as well as 
general literature. 

Nor am I merely making a selfish plea for 
more book sales. We are getting our share 
of the breaks in public preference and our 
quota of best-sellers. 

People sometimes marvel at spectacular 
best-sellers like “The Outline of History,” 
“The Story of Philosophy,” “The Art of 
Thinking,” or “Van Loon’s Geography”— 
books which sell in the hundreds of thou- 
sands and sometimes reach a million readers. 
My comment is “Not enough!” I look at 
the census figures and behold the intellectual 
apathy: of most college men, and exclaim 
“Wait till the graduates begin reading!” 

I applaud Professor Walter B. Pitkin’s 
Commencement Day advice, “Don’t sell your 
books and keep your diplomas. Sell your 
diplomas, if you can get anyone to buy them, 
and keep your books!” 

To sum it all up, too many men and 
women use their college degrees as an ofh- 
cial license to “settle down” in an intellectual 
rut, as a social sanction exempting them from 
thinking their own thoughts and buying 
their own books.

The Book Business in Norway 


HAZEL E. OHMAN 


THE BOOK BUSINESS OF Norway does not 
suffer from rental libraries and remainder 
sales, etc. As in many other European coun- 
tries the business is well organized and con- 
trolled. The shopkeepers are licensed, the 
book clerks specially trained and apprenticed. 
The Norwegian system of education is highly 
developed, and illiterates do not exist. As a 
consequence, the sale of books and literature 
is larger than in most countries in propor- 
tion to the population. A great deal of for- 
eign literature is read by the Norwegian 
people. American and English works in 
translation and in the original are the most 
popular of foreign publications. Sinclair 
Lewis, Ernest Hemingway and Theodore 
Dreiser are favorites. Other American 
authors read to a great extent are Erskine, 
Mencken, DeKruif and Mark Twain. Of 
the native authors, Knut Hamsun has been 
the best seller for twenty-five years and Sig- 
rid Undset a best for the last fifteen. The 
cost of books is low. The average net price 
of a paper-bound novel varies from 5-7 
kroners and the cloth and leather-bound vol- 
ume from 7,50-12,50 kroners. There has been 


a decided swerve to the purchase of bound 
volumes. Ten years ago an edition of 10,000 
copies would consist of 7,000 in paper and 
3,000 in cloth. Today it is just the con- 
trary. The paper-bound book has had its 
day. The reading public is willing to pay 
the additional cost for the more  substan- 
tially bound volume. 

The rental library is unknown in Norway. 
They have what is called a “Lesecirkel” 
(Reading circles). There are literally thou- 
sands of them in Norway—even reaching 
into the far north. Groups of friends make 
up these reading circles—select the books 
desired from their favorite book dealer, who 
must be licensed to render this service. He 
divides the value of the books chosen and 
charges each an equal amount. As many 
books are chosen as there are members in 
the club—usually about twelve. The books 
start circulating among the members at 
once—a fortnight being allowed each mem- 
ber for the reading of a book. The last to 
read a book, keeps it. Thus each member 
not only has the privilege of reading (let us 
say twelve books) but also becomes the 
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owner of one—tor the small average sum 
of 8 or 9 kroners. The bookseller never 
stands a loss, as his responsibility ceases in 
the affair as soon as the books are circulated. 

Remainder sales do not worry the Nor- 
wegian bookseller. Books cannot be sold at 
a cut-rate until they have been in stock five 
years and in that time the edition is pretty 
well sold out. 

According to Gustave Raabe, Jr., of the 
Cammermeyer Boghandel, Oslo, the ten best 
sellers (in fiction) in Norway during 1933 
were by Knut Hamsun, Johan Bojer, Sigrid 
Boo, Sigurd Christiansen, Hans Fallada, 
Peter Bendow, Kristmann Gudmundsson, 
Barbra Ring, Ronald Fangen, Sigurd Hoel. 
Five were published by Gyldendal, and five 
by Aschehoug. 

The ten most beautiful books published 
in Norway during 1933 have been selected. 
Wilhelm Munthe, chief librarian of the Uni- 
versity of Oslo Library, acted as chairman of 
the jury. The competition was sponsored 
by the “Aftenposten,” an Oslo newspaper, 
and the “Norsk Trykk,” a Norwegian 
printer’s journal. The jury did not have 
an easy task—for at Christmas time in Nor- 
way the book market is crowded with lit- 
erature. It is the peak of the book busi- 
ness year. Because of the limited number 
of books to be chosen in this contest, a few 
restrictions were necessary. School books,

children’s books, anniversary volumes, insti- 
tutional reports, technical works, de luxe edi- 
tions, new editions and privately printed 
works, were some of the classes excluded. 
In other words, only books published for 
the general reading public were considered. 
The books were judged according to paper, 
printing, type, illustrations, etc. Bindings 
were not considered, all entries being in 
paper-bound editions. The ten chosen were 
not rated as to choice. This was Norway’s 
first competition in a one year’s book pro- 
duction. If another contest is held next year, 
the scope will be enlarged, the literature di- 
vided into several classes and at least ten will 
be chosen from each class. 

The ten most beautiful books are being 
exhibited in all the bookshop windows and 
have put a decided spur in the after-Christ- 
mas book sales. Prices of the ten range from 
3-35 kroners each. The books were by 
Bjarne Aagard, Pola Gaugin, Hagerup Bull, 
Knut Hamsun, Hans-Henrik Holm, Rolf 
Jakobsen, Helmik Larsen, Haakon Jie, Jens 
Thiis, of which seven were published by 
Gyldendal, one by Aschehoug, one by Norges 
Boklag, one by Mortensen. 

Not far from the heart of the modern city 
of Oslo, stands an old building with a 17th 
century court-yard, quaint and charming, 
holding its own among the new brick and 
mortar surrounding it. It is now the home

of the J. W. Cappelen Forlag og Bokhandel, 
est. 1829. It was built in 1646 by James Col- 
lett, a young Englishman who had left his 
homeland to establish a wood trade business 
in the city of Christiania. During Karl 
XII’s attack on the city in 1716, the build- 
ing was somewhat ravaged and the Collett 
family rebuilt in a grander style. The 
murals and bas relief still bedeck the inte- 
rior. The famous old landmark has changed 
hands but twice since the days of James 
Collett. It was purchased by the father of 
the present owner, in 1843. The original 
17th century cellar of this building is the 
gathering place of the Oslo literati. For 
many years it has been the custom to cele- 
brate here the publication of an important 
new work. The dark low vaulted cellar 
is festive on these occasions. In candle-light 
the guests gather around a long wooden 
table laden with cheese, sausage, smoked 
meat, bread and a goodly supply of 1854 
sherry. Indeed, the Cappelen cellar is one 
of the most famous in Europe. 

The bookshop is always a center of at- 
traction. During the Christmas holidays the 
shop is over-crowded with young and old. 
The children’s section is filled with interest. 
In true Peer Gynt fashion it is known as 
“Dovregubben’s Hall.” Leading to the hall 


of the mountain king are several rooms in 
succession, profuse with juvenile books and 
toys of all nations, live monkeys, parrots, 
cages of other brightly colored birds, turtles 
and an aquarium of fish. Every Christmas this 
miniature zoo is brought in from the Cap- 
pelen country seat. The walls are deco- 
rated with characters from the American 
as well as the Norwegian “funnies.” One 
entire wall, which can be seen the length of 
the store, is taken by “Dovregubben” him. 
self. The paintings are clever and are adored 
by all. The window displays of moving toy 
animals, life size deer, bears and wolves are 
separated from the rest of the rooms by 
boughs, twigs and clusters of barley, with a 
bit of fantastic scenery here and there. The 
Christmas season being over, the “Dovre- 
gubben’s Hall” has now a maritime setting. 
More than 500 good marine prints are on 
display. 

Jorgen Wright Cappelen, Sr., is a well- 
known collector of Norwayana, his chief 
hobby being paintings and prints of Nor- 
wegian towns.

Need for Group Leadership 


WITH THE SIGNING this week of the Graphic 
Arts Code, one of the most complicated 
which has been sub- 
mitted to the N.R.A,, 
the Administrators are 
turning to the Book 
Publishing Codes, and 
dates for hearings are 
being set. The Code 
for Textbook Publishers 
has been given a sepa- 
rate consideration under 
Administrator Whiteside, but it seems likely 
that the other divisions of the industry will 
be called up together and be asked to adjust 
themselves to some general blanket code 
such as was suggested last fall. The post- 
ponements on the Publishing Codes have 
been due to the delay on the Graphic 
Arts Code and to the resignation in Decem- 
ber of Lindsay Rogers, the Administrator 
who had been expected to carry on in the 
publishing group, but the government is de- 
termined to clear up codes by April, and 
the publishers are as anxious as the govern- 
ment to get their situation clarified. 
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The Trade Publishers have the advantage 
of having had detailed study and agreement 
on every phase of their Code at the three- 
day conference last October; they also have 
the advantage of having an elected group 
of leaders to present their case, leaders who 
represent a fair cross-section of the industry. 
This group on whom the responsibility lies 
is: W. Morgan Shuster, President of D. 
Appleton-Century Company, Chairman of the 
Code Committee; and Cass Canfield of Har- 
per & Brothers, Whitney Darrow of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, Alfred W. McIntyre of Lit- 
tle, Brown & Company, W. W. Norton of 
the W. W. Norton Company, Joseph 
Wharton Lippincott, Alfred A. Knopf, and 
Bennett Cerf of the Modern Library, mem- 
bers of the Code Committee. The chairman, 
Mr. Shuster, is experienced in public affairs 
and made a highly favorable impression on 
everyone present at the October conferences 
by his determination to obtain progress and 
his fairness to all sides. 

Although the situation is thus well dis- 
cussed and in good hands, the road to an 
effective Code is still difficult, as it is in the 
case of every other industry, and book pub- 
lishing has no outstanding record for har- 
mony and adjustment. Publishing is a pro- 
fession of individualists, and over and over 
again some house or a few houses have in 
past crises pulled out from any plan on 
which the rest of the trade might agree. 

Thirty-five years ago, when the industry 
was in its worst possible condition a the 
result of price cutting, a strong group of 
leaders, notably George P. Brett, Charles 
Scribner, Col. Harvey of Harper’s, Frederick 
A. Stokes and Frank H. Scott of the Century 
Company, pulled the trade into joint action 
to save the book distributing machinery 
from complete disintegration. Similar need 
of group leadership exists today as it has 
not existed in a generation. The trade has, 
by a process of election and selection, put 
able leaders on its control committees, and 
these men will need all the patience, di- 
plomacy and vision they can command to 
weld into a workable Code of Practice the 
principles which the trade requires for its 
stabilization. Now is the time when all 
good publishers should be thinking about 
the future of the industry as a whole rather 
than about protection for some private habit 
of their own merchandising methods. 
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Dickens, Perennial Best Seller 


JUDGING FROM THE RECORDS OF BOOK SALES, 
which are so significant a part of literary and 
social history, the coming of a new book by 
Charles Dickens must be looked on as an 
event of startling importance, for Dickens, 
as a figure in best-seller history, looms larger 
than any other single writer. 

One of the dramatic features of the launch- 
ing of this new book, “The Life of Our 
Lord,” is the fact that it first sees the light of 
day just a hundred years after its author first 
appeared in print, for it was in December of 
1833 and in August of 1834 that Dickens 
first found an audience through serial pub- 
lication of papers that were later gathered in 
his “Sketches by Boz.” 

Dickens was not long in getting into best- 
seller lists and has stayed in them steadily to 
this day. By any method of reckoning, 
whether it be by individual titles or by the 
total of an author’s production, he leads. 
Even his contemporaries realized the impos- 
sibility of surpassing him in popularity. It 
is said of Thackeray that, after reading Dick- 
ens’ then current book, he brought his fist 
down upon the table with a thump saying, 
“What is the use of my trying to run before 
that man or by his side? I can’t touch him; 
I can’t get near him.” Other writers of the 
present time will agree with Thackeray as to 
the hopelessness of competition. Probably 
only “Alice in Wonderland” among modern 
books has competed in yearly sales totals 
with “David Copperfield,” now the Dickens 
best seller, but, if Dickens’ other titles are 
added to the reckoning, Lewis Carroll would 
fall behind. It might be safely said that in 
English literature only the King James Bible 
and the Plays of Shakespeare have exceeded 
the demands for Dickens’ works. 

Of the many reasons for this continued de- 
mand, the first must be attributed to the 
pure genius of Dickens, though another im- 
portant factor is the appeal which he has 
made to all ages and all types of readers and 
the ease with which his books may be trans- 
lated into other languages. To the children 
he is the best known of the great novelists. 
All graded school lists include Dickens, and 
the children approve the inclusion. Children 
of eleven and twelve begin to read “A Christ- 
mas Carol,” according to such lists, and chil- 
dren of twelve and thirteen find “David 
Copperfield,” “Oliver Twist” and “A Tale of 
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Two Cities” much to their liking. In a 
survey of eighth grade children in a number 
of cities it was found that 100% of the boys 
and go% of the girls liked “David Copper- 
field.” On the other hand, Dickens makes 
equal appeal to collectors, and no author has 
been so avidly sought, generation after gen- 
eration. A perfect “Pickwick” in parts has 
brought $16,000. In the great Kern sale, 
which gave such a vivid picture of collectors’ 
enthusiasm, “A Tale of Two Cities,” pres- 
entation copy, brought $10,250, “A Child’s 
History of England,” presentation copy, 
$6,250, to mention but two items. 

Another claim of Dickens to perpetual 
popularity is his appeal to sentiment and 
emotions. “A Christmas Carol” has been 
happily called “the Bible of Christmas and 
the author its Apostle”; A. Edward Newton 
called it the Greatest Little Book in the 
World. Most of his books have been full of 
the passion for reform and for right and 
justice to humanity. 

Again, there is the appeal of the author’s 
own life reflected in many of his books, but 
particularly in “David Copperfield,” in 
which his own boyhood is portrayed. 

In many of his books such as “The Magic 
Fishbone” Dickens wrote especially for chil- 
dren, and his “Child’s History of England” 
was an attempt to furnish to his own chil- 
dren his impression (colored, to be sure, by 
his strong prejudices) of the great heritage 
of the English child. 

The book that is now to come from the 
press, a first edition in collectors’ eyes, “The 
Life of Our Lord,” has a purpose similar to 
the “Child’s History of England” and a 
length of text similar to “A Christmas 
Carol.” That it should have been so long in 
being published, though completely finished 
during the author’s life, has been one of the 
extraordinary happenings of English literary 
history, comparable, perhaps, only with the 
completion this year of the first publication 
of one of the great literary treasures of the 
eighteenth century, “The Boswell Papers.” 
In writing of the life of Our Lord, Dickens 
entered into a field in which others have 
found great audiences. Farrar’s “Life of 
Christ” was one of the best sellers of the 
nineteenth century, Papini’s “Life of Christ” 
established high records in the twentieth cen- 
tury, while a modernized telling of the 
meaning of the life of Jesus, Sheldon’s “In 
His Steps,” is said to have sold millions.

Important Price Plan from N.R.A. 


Tue N.R.A. Is CREATING a new price formula, 
eventually to take the place of other forms 
of price maintenance in codes. The plan as 
outlined provides for a price provision in 
the code of any given industry, by which 
provision the industry would determine 
what were the “reasonable costs” in an 
emergency in which destructive price cutting 
was endangering the maintenance of a code. 
The idea would be to permit regulation only 
in an emergency, and the booktrade reads 
this announcement with the feeling that just 
such an emergency is facing the retailing of 
books. 

The new standard provision is as follows: 

“When the code authority determines that 
an emergency exists in this industry and that 
because thereof there is destructive price cut- 
ting such as to render ineffective or to seri- 
ously endanger the maintenance of provisions 
of this code, the code authority may cause to 
be determined the lowest reasonable cost of 
the product of this industry, such determina- 
tion to be subject to such notice and a hear- 
ing as the administrator may require. 

“The administrator may approve, disap- 
prove or modify the determination. There- 
after, during the period of the emergency, it 
shall be an unfair trade practice for any 
member of the industry to sell or offer any 
product of the industry for which the lowest 
reasonable cost has been determined at below 
the lowest reasonable cost of such products. 

“When it appears that conditions have 
changed the code authority, upon its own 
initiative or upon the request of any inter- 
ested party, shall cause the determination to 
be reviewed.” 

A memorandum notifying NRA officials 
of this provision says: 

“Under this provision no exception to 
meet the lower costs competition within the 
industry is necessary. Other exceptions, as 
to distress stock, for export purposes, and to 
compete with lower cost imports, may remain 
as at present.” 

Samuel Seabury and Clarence Darrow were 
among the six asked to serve on an advisory 
board to observe the effect of codes on small 
businesses. Mr. Seabury, however, was forced 


to decline. John F. Sinclair of New York, 
Samuel C. Henry of Chicago and Washing- 
ton, Fred P. Mann of Devils Lake, N. D., 
and W. W. Neal of Marion, N. C., will serve 
on the board. 


Knopf Plans Roosevelt Omnibus 


A VOLUME ENTITLED “The Roosevelt Omni- 
bus,” containing informative and interesting 
material, both published and unpublished, 
about the life and deeds of President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and his families—private, 
official, and semi-official—will be published 
in the near future by Alfred A. Knopf, ac- 
cording to an announcement released today. 

The book is being prepared by Don Whar- 
ton, a member of the editorial staff of the 
New Yorker. Mr. Wharton has just in- 
formed Mr. Knopf that the volume is rapidly 
nearing completion. 

“The Roosevelt Omnibus” will include 
photographs, caricatures, cartoons, articles, 
newspaper clippings, tabulations, maps, and 
charts, gathered from a variety of sources. 


Publishers Code Discussed 


AN INFORMAL DIscussION conference on the 
establishment of a basic code for book pub- 
lishers was called yesterday, February 23rd, 
by Payson Irwin, Deputy Administrator of 
the Seventh Division of the N.R.A. The 
meeting was held in Room 542 of the In- 
vestment Building, Washington, at 9:30. 
Among those present were:

Cumberlege of Oxford University Press. 
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Graphic Arts Code Signed 


THe Cope For THE Grapuic Arts INDUSTRIES 
which has been awaiting the President's 
signature for several weeks was signed by 
President Roosevelt on February 17th. This 
is one of the most important codes yet 
signed, as only four other American indus- 
tries exceed the graphic arts in the value 
of their products. The code covers a series 
of related industries which employ 400,000 
men and do an estimated annual business in 
normal times of more than $2,400,000,000. 

The master code as signed is an amal- 
gamation of nearly fifty separate codes, pre- 
viously submitted to the N.R.A. and brought 
together in a series of conferences. It covers 
all the printing trades except photo-engrav- 
ing, stereotyping and electrotyping, and in- 
cludes small country daily newspapers, but 
not the metropolitan dailies which have a 
code of their own, signed “conditionally” by 
the President on the same day. 

Under the Graphic Arts Code the indus- 
tries are divided into two major groups for 
administrative purposes, one dealing with 
the production and distribution of printing, 
the other with specialized distribution. The 
maximum work week is set at 40 hours and 
minimum wages are fixed for different classes 
of skilled employees. A board to be known 
as the National Graphic Arts Coordinating 
Committee, made up of 20 members, will be 
the administrative agency for the industries. 
There will be a National Compliance Board 
for each of the four major divisions of the 
production side of the industry: the Relief 
Printing Process Group, which includes the 
Book Manufacturing Industry; the Litho- 
graphic Printing Process Group; the Intaglio 
Printing Process Group; and the Service 
Group, including Typesetting, Advertising 
Typography, Binding, etc. Each of the 
special industries under each of these four 
groups will have its own code authority, 
and provision has been made for regional 
compliance boards and regional code author- 
ities. 

Under the Code the Book Manufacturing 
Industry will have one representative on the 
National Relief Printing Compliance Board 
which is to consist of 16 members. This 
industry includes all establishments engaged 
in one or more processes of book manu- 


facturing; book composition, book plate 
making, book relief printing, book lithog- 
raphy, edition binding, library  bind- 
ing, book pamphlet binding, de luxe (extra) 
binding; mechanical departments of pub- 
lisher owned plants engaged in text-book, 
subscription, reference, and general book pub- 
lishing; and producers of specialties involv- 
ing book binding processes, such as super- 
finished covers, loose-leaf covers, and similar 
products requiring binding processes. The 
National Code Authority of this industry is 
the Book Manufacturers Institute. 

The Code as submitted to the Presi- 
dent contained provisions for three separate 
labor boards. These were deleted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s order and in their place he 
directed the creation of a bipartisan board 
consisting of five employers, five labor 
spokesmen and an impartial chairman. This 
board is to handle all labor controversies 
under the Code. 

The schedule of minimum wages will be 
announced at a later date. 

One of the appendices of the Code as 
originally submitted contained provisions ap- 
plicable only to the Book Manufacturing In- 
dustry. Under this appendix the Book 
Manufacturers Institute shall set up such 
bureaus as it may deem necessary to guide 
its members in the granting of credit, such 
bureaus to secure reliable information as to 
the financial responsibility and credit stand- 
ing of customers of the Industry. The Insti- 
tute may also arrange for the scrapping or 
other disposal of equipment displaced by 
new equipment, in cooperation with the 
establishment disposing of it or the manu- 
facturer or dealer receiving it. The Institute 
may also make a survey of the productive 
capacity of each plant operating under the 
provisions of the Code and shall advise mem- 
bers of the industry contemplating the pur- 
chase of additional equipment if such pur- 
chase would have a harmful effect on the 
existing conditions of employment or if such 
purchase would contribute to over-equipment 
in the industry. All mechanical equipment 
is to be registered with the Code Authority 
and after the effective date of the Code all 
proposed replacements and purchases of new 
equipment shall be registered before pur- 
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chase. No establishment will be allowed to 
alter, omit, or in any way modify the terms 
and conditions contained in the uniform 
sales contract form which shall be adopted 
by the Institute. Establishments are allowed 
to accept quantity orders on a deferred bill- 
ing basis, for their own convenience, pro- 
viding that the conditions and the terms 
meet the approval of the Institute. 

Provisions for fair competition provide 
that composition, plate making, paper and 
printing shall be billed when completed; 
binding shall be billed upon completion of a 
specific order, or, at the option of the binder, 
as the books are shipped; provided, that all 
unshipped trade books shall be billed within 
six months after completion and all un- 
shipped subscription and textbooks shall be 
billed within one year after completion. It 
is provided that there shall be a maximum 
discount of 2°% for payment in cash not 
later than the 15th of the month following 
billing; net end of month following billing; 
interest to be charged thereafter at the legal 
rate per annum. 

The folding, plating, gathering and sewing 
of all unordered sheets shall be billed within 


a year from completion. 


Code Column 


IMPORTANT CONFERENCES are called in Wash- 
ington beginning with February 27th. Five 
meetings will be held simultaneously, and 
the results of these meetings will be put in 
the form of suggestions to be presented at a 
meeting of code authorities to be held on 
March 5th and be addressed by President 
Roosevelt. Management, labor and consumer 
representatives are asked to these conferences 
by formal invitation from General Johnson. 
No individual code will be under considera- 
tion in these conferences but only the major 
problems of all code authorities. Group 1 
will consider Employment, wages and hours 
and the possibility of increasing employment; 
Group 2 will consider Trade Practices and 
the problems of costs and prices; Group 3, 
also on Trade Practices, will cover control 
of production and ethical practices regulating 
competitive relationship; Group 4, Code Au- 
thority Organization and Code Administra- 
tion; Group 5, Small Enterprises and Minor- 
ities. 

AN ANALYSIS OF THE FIRST 196 CODES ap- 
proved by the government shows that indus- 
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try in general regards the problems of prices 
and pricing as an all-important factor in a 
program of recovery which has included from 
the start minimum wages and maximum 
hours. Fifty-three industries have an open 
price plan, according to the tabulation of 
Business Week, while nine others have 
adopted it in modified form, twenty-seven 
more have provided for the filing of price 
lists and discount sheets. This is a plan that 
is included in the program of the trade pub- 
lishers. Industry is claiming that some price 
provision is no more than was promised in 
embodying minimum wages with maximum 
hours as was done in the Blanket Code. 


THE LABOR PROVISIONS of each accepted Code 
must be posted in each establishment affected 
thereby according to the Executive order of 
General Johnson. The posting of these pro- 
visions is designed not only to acquaint em- 
ployees with their rights under Codes but 
also to protect employers from complaints 
made in ignorance of Code provisions. Code 
authorities will provide copies for posting. 
Booksellers are for the present under the 
general Retail Code; publishers are under the 
Blanket Code, printers and binders (includ- 
ing library binderies) are under the Graphic 
Arts Code.

Newspaper Code Signed 


THe CopE FOR NEWSPAPERS, which has been 
on the President’s desk since it was sub- 
mitted by the American Publishers’ Associa- 
tion on December 11th, has now been signed 
conditionally, according to a statement made 
by a White House secretary on Monday. 
The long debate on this Code has been cen- 
tered about the child labor clause and the 
question of actual freedom of the press under 
the N.R.A. The President calls on all news- 
papers of over 75,000 circulation in cities of 
750,000 population to adopt the 5-day week. 
Widespread violation of the price provi- 
sions of the Cleaning Code has caused a 
strike in New York, and 20,000 cleaners 
have closed their shops in demand for a 
strict enforcement against price-cutting. 
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Gruening to Edit Post 


Dr. Ernest H. Grueninc, author and an 
editor of The Nation, has been made editor 
of the New York Evening Post, which was 
recently purchased by J. David Stern. Mr. 
Stern has announced that the present edi- 
torial staff with Harry B. Nason, Jr., as 
managing editor will continue. Dr. Gruen- 
ing has been managing editor of the New 
York Tribune and an editor of The Nation 
and was editor at one time of the Portland, 
Maine, Evening News. He is the author of 
“Mexico and Its Heritage.” 


Boutell Joins Saturday Review 


C. B. Boutrett has been appointed to the 
newly created position of Promotion Man- 
ager of The Saturday Review of Literature. 
He is the son of Roger Boutell of the Teco- 
lote Bookshop in Santa Barbara, California, 
and was himself a bookseller from 1928 to 
1930. From 1930 to 1933 Mr. Boutell was 
Advertising Manager for Alfred A. Knopf, 
Inc. In promoting the circulation of The 
Saturday Review Mr. Boutell will direct his 
efforts not only to increasing the number of 
mail subscribers but also to the sale of copies 
in the bookstores. Last week arrangements 
were completed with Mr. Joseph Consolino 
to represent (in addition to his present pub- 
lisher) The Saturday Review in the North 
Eastern States, with the exception of New 
York City, Boston, Philadelphia, and Pitts- 
burgh. Louis Greenfield will continue his 
activities in the Metropolitan area, and repre- 
sentatives for the other large cities will be ap- 
pointed shortly. 


Roger Scaife Joins Little, Brown 


Rocer L. Scaire has been elected a director 
of Little, Brown & Company, Boston pub- 
lishers, and will take up his duties at 34 
Beacon Street soon after the middle of 
March. He is spending a month in the 
South. Through his long service in 
Houghton Mifflin Company as a managing 
director and a member of the Executive 
Committee, he has acquired a ripe experience 
in literary and publishing affairs and is well 
known both here and abroad. Mr. Scaife 
entered the business through the office of 
the Atlantic Monthly in 1897, after his 
graduation from Harvard, Walter Page then 
being editor and the magazine a Houghton 
publication. In 1908 when Houghton Mif- 
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flin was incorporated, Mr. Scaife was made 
a member of the firm. He is the author of 
five books on the Houghton list, has been a 
very active alumnus of Harvard, and a trustee 
of the Harvard Lampoon. He is a trustee 
of the Milton Public Library. 

He will take an active part in the admin- 
istration of Little, Brown & Company, one 
of the oldest publishing houses in the coun- 
try, the present name having been in use 
since 1837. 


Prize Winner 


Harcourt, Brace & Co. published on Feb- 
ruary 15th “Fireweed” by Mildred Walker, 
the winner of the first fiction prize in 
the Avery and Jule Hopwood Awards con- 
test last year at the University of Michi- 
gan. Avery Hopwood by whose will the 
awards were established in 1929 left over a 
million dollars. After the death of his 
mother the income from $150,000 was be- 
queathed to the University of Michigan to 
be known as “the Avery and Jule Hopwood 
Prizes awarded annually to students in the 
Department of Rhetoric who perform the 
best creative work in dramatic writing, fic- 
tion, poetry, and the essay.” 


Covici to Publish Einstein 


Covict, Frrepe has become the official pub- 
lishers in America of Professor Albert Ein- 
stein, and will issue both his scientific and 
non-scientific works. The first book to be 
published under this agreement will be, “The 
World As I See It,” a translation from the 
German, which will be published either late 
this spring or early next fall, and contains 
Professor Einstein’s thoughts on a large va- 
riety of subjects ranging from science and 
economics to religion and politics. 


Dickens’ Work Out May 15th 


SIMON AND ScuusTER have announced that 
Dickens’ “The Life of Our Lord,” which is 
scheduled to appear in serial form in news- 
papers throughout the country March 5 to 
19 will be published in book form on May 
15th. The book will be published simul- 
taneously here and in Canada by Simon & 
Schuster and in England by the London 
Daily Mail which owns the rights. The prob- 
able price in this country will be $1.50, Simon 
& Schuster announces. Advance copies for 
booksellers will be available 3 or 4 weeks in 
advance of publication.

“Friends of Borzoi Books” to Aid 
Cause of New Author 


As A MEANS of introducing books by new 
authors in whose future he believes, Alfred 
A. Knopf is inviting something like a thou- 
sand persons to join a group to be known as 
the Friends of Borzoi Books, these persons 
to receive from four to eight books a year, by 
mail, at the published price, the books to 
be those which Mr. Knopf views as “trail 
blazers in the development of contemporary 
literature.” 

In a letter sent out to prospective mem- 
bers, Mr. Knopt defines as the purpose of 
the group “to help in the discovery and early 
recognition of unusual talent, native and for- 
eign, and to encourage such talent to greater 
effort.” The letter continues, in part, “Dur- 
ing the last 20 years, I have introduced to 
America many writers so far ahead of their 
times that even competent critics found diffi- 
culty in adequately appraising their worth 
and the importance of my discoveries. You 
cannot establish a Cather, a Hudson, an 
Undset or a Mann with the customary pub- 
lishing ballyhoo. . . . My problem has been 
to find the comparatively few intelligent 
minds, ready and eager for great discoveries. 
In this I have had a measure of success. I 
have published six Nobel Prize winners. . . . 
Many fine books become commercially suc- 
cessful six, seven, ten years after they are 
published. Consider the fate of the author, 
to whom recognition oftes comes too late. 
Bunin, most recent Nobel Prize winner, lived 
in penury for 16 years. The books which 
ultimately won him fame (and sustenance) 
have been languishing on the bookstalls for 
a decade.” 

The books, Mr. Knopf says, will cost, on 
the average, $2.50 each, and will be sent out 
at irregular intervals, never more than eight 
a year or one in any given month. The 
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books as they are sent out will be accom. 
panied by a letter telling about the author, 
his accomplishments and prospects, and why 
the book is being published.

Obituary Notes 
WILLIAM H. MINER 


WitutiAM Harvey Miner, widely known 
book collector, dealer and author, died in 
St. Louis on February roth, of injuries suf- 
fered when he was struck by an automobile. 
He was 56 years old. Mr. Miner was born 
in New Haven, Conn. While attending 
school there he took a special course in lit- 
erature at Yale University in 1896. Later 
he attended Columbian University, which 
has now become George Washington Uni- 
versity. During this time he was receiving 
an education in rare books through the late 
Luther S. Livingston, then in charge of 
Dodd, Mead’s rare book department. After 
his graduation from the University, Mr. 
Miner was given charge of the rare book de- 
partment of W. H. Lowdermilk & Co. in 
Washington. At this time he roomed with 
Channing Pollock, the famous playwright. 
After a few years Mr. Miner went to San Fran- 
ciso and then to Cleveland, where he became 
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associated with Burrows Brothers, for whom 
he made a total of 13 trips abroad, purchasing 
rare books. He was one of the founders of the 
Torch Press in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and served 
as head of the company for 11 years. In 1916 
he went to St. Louis and there established 
the firm of William Harvey Miner Co. He 
was the author of “The Lewis and Clark Ex- 
pedition,” “Daniel Boone,” “The Beginnings 
of American Science,” “Savage and Chat- 
terton,” “The Life of Charles Churchill,” 
“The History of the American Indians, 
North of Mexico,” and other books. Mr. 
Miner was known to have one of the finest 
collections of first editions and rare books 
in St. Louis. 


WALLACE W. WACHOB 


Watiace W. Wacuos died suddenly of 
bronchial asthma in Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital in Los Angeles on February 16th. He 
was one of the most popular bookmen on 
the Coast as well as one of the best-read 
among the traveling fraternity, and had be- 
come a central figure in the San Francisco 
booktrade. In 1903 he left high school to 
enter the famous Los Angeles bookstore of 
C. C. Parker, served successively in every 
department of the business from stock boy 
to salesman. Following this, he spent a short 
time with Paul Elder in San Francisco, 
Fowler Brothers in Los Angeles, and in 
1909 joined the department store of Raphael 
Weill, The White House, in San Francisco, 
where he stayed till 1918, when he left to 
become representative of eastern publishers 
on the coast and in southwest territory. He 
was representing A. & C. Boni, Duffield & 
Green, W. W. Norton & Company, the 
John Day Company, and William H. Wise. 
His home was in Berkeley. 


HARLAN H. BALLARD 


Haran Hoce Battarp, author of numerous 
books and translator of Vergil’s “Aeneid” 
into English hexameters, died at his home in 
Pittsfield, Mass., on February 18th. He was 
80 years old and had been librarian of the 
Berkshire Atheneum for the past 46 years.

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In AN ANALYysIs of the sale of January 4 the 
American-Anderson Galleries comes to the 
conclusion that this sale must inevitably put 
new life into the book market, and here are 
some of the reasons which are given. It 
comes unreservedly to the conclusion that the 
demand for rare books, manuscripts, and 
other collected literary material is definitely 
increasing. Purchasers for such properties 
represent a nation-wide and even interna- 
tional interest. And, in the main, the prices 
realized are comparable to the value of the 
items sold. Comprising a total of 495 lots 
from more than 30 consignors, this impor- 
tant combination sale realized a total of 
$103,044.50 and an average of $208.17. This 
is the highest per lot average for a book sale 
since the lot average of $283.76 for the 263 
lots of the Americana collection of the late 
Levi Z. Leiter, in February, 1933. The sale 
of the famous library of the Marquis of 
Lothian in January, 1932, did bring the re- 
markable average of $2,443.72 for the 168 
lots, but this collection was composed almost 
exclusively of items of the highest impor- 
tance in its field. The same holds true of 
the Leiter sale, whereas the recent sale under 
discussion included many items appealing 
and available to the collector of moderate 
means. A marked increase in the active 
personal interest of collectors and dealers was 
apparent in the sale of January 4 and 5. An 
analysis of the buyers reveals a remarkably 
great proportion of new collectors, whose re- 
spectively widely located residences include 
Philadelphia, Washington, D. C., Baltimore, 
Beverly Hills, Calif., Bradford, Pa., the states 
of Michigan and Virginia; and London, Eng- 
land. Bids were also received from Paris, 
France; Berlin, Germany; Syracuse, N. Y.; 
Barnard, Mo.; Detroit, Mich.; Bryn Mawr, 
Pa.; Charleston, W. Va.; Providence, R. I.; 
Durham, N. se Milwaukee, Wisc.; and 
Charlottesville, Va. The 495 items were 
bought by 45 ‘deals and 70 private buyers, 
or an average of a little over 4 items for each 
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buyer. The average appears conclusive that 
the purchasing of important and_ valuable 
literary properties is again actively under 
way. The $24,000 paid for a page manu- 
script of the Star Spangled Banner, $1,800 
for an autograph letter of Edgar Allan Poe, 
$3,100 for Washington’s copy of Royall Ty- 
ler’s “The Contrast,” and other prices are 
highly significant. Such an analysis would 
seem to indicate that the needed and impor- 
tant support of the dealers is being increas. 
ingly reenforced by the purchasing power 
of direct new buyers. Here is a development, 
apparently general over the United States, 
which shows new conditions facing the rare 
book trade. Rare book dealers undoubtedly 
will feel encouraged and work for new trade 
that appears to be slipping by them. 


SHANE Lesuig, Irish poet and biographer, in 
a lecture given at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, said “I know of twenty Irish families 
that were saved by their libraries.’ The 
statement has caused surprise in some quar- 
ters. The Christian Science Monitor is better 
informed than many papers. It says “as a 
matter of fact, it is well recognized among 
book collectors that no investment is so 
sound or so productive as that represented by 
a really rare book. In 1847, James Lenox 
was looked upon as a mad plunger even 
among fellow collectors when he paid $2,500 
for the first Gutenberg Bible that came to 
America. In 1911, George D. Smith for a 
time lost his reputation as a sagacious book- 
man when he bid in for $50,000 the Hoe 
copy of this volume, which went into the 
Huntington Collection. Fifteen years later, 
Dr. Rosenbach bought the Melk copy for 
$106,000 and immediately resold it for 
$126,000 to Mrs. Harkness, to be placed in 
Yale University Library. The last time a 
Gutenberg Bible figured in front page news 
was when Dr. Vollbehr paid the Abbey of 
St. Paul in Corinthia $360,000 for the splen- 
did copy on vellum which is now a part of 
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the collection acquired a few years ago by 
the Library of Congress.” It would not be 
fair, however, to attribute only mercenary 
motives to the collectors of great libraries in 
America. “It is interesting,” says the Mon- 
itor, “to follow the play of human instincts 
as demonstrated in these collections: First, 
they have served as an expression of the love 
of acquisition—a contest, perhaps, of one 
wealthy buyer against another, which yielded 
a thrill lacking in the successful merger of 
great industrial organizations. Then has 
come the intangible satisfaction of being the 
actual possessor of something unique—like 
an original manuscript of a famous book. 
Finally comes the desire to pass one’s per- 
sonal pleasure to the vast public, among 
which are those who can study the collec- 
tions with greater understanding than the 
original owners, and who otherwise would 
have been denied contact with precious vol- 
umes.” 


MANuscrRIPT NEWS LETTERS of the seven- 
teenth century are extremely rare, seldom ap- 
pearing for sale. No fewer than three are 
listed in catalog No. 44 of Birrell and Gar- 
nett’s of London. Only a very small number 
of each issue could have been written on any 
one day from a particular office, and few of 
these, except such as are preserved in the 
Public Record Office and one or two of the 
large English libraries, can have escaped de- 
struction. Their importance is two-fold, first 
as recording Court and Parliamentary intel- 
ligence which the printed newspapers, even 
when they were allowed to appear, were for- 
bidden to print; and secondly for their con- 
siderable influence on the form of later 
newspapers. The three series offered for 
sale are: (1) Forty weekly newsletters, 
March 30 to December 28, 1672, probably 
written in Sir Joseph Williamson’s office to 
Willoughby Aston, with two personal letters 
from one of Williamson’s clerks to Aston, 
listed at £52 10s.; (2) Twenty-five profes- 
sional thrice-weekly news letters, Decem- 
ber 11, 1688, to February 14, 1689, of 
unknown origin, 15 guineas; (3) 113 thrice- 
weekly newsletters, March 27 to Decem- 
ber 25, 1690, addressed to Sir Willoughby 
Aston, £42. These newsletters, antedating 
the printed newspaper in England, are a very 
curious relic of a bygone period. 


BEQUESTS OF OLD MANUSCRIPTS, books, auto- 
graphs, rare prints and other literary and 
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artistic property are made to Yale University, 
Columbia Grammar School, American Jew- 
ish Historical Society and the Jewish Insti- 
tute of Religion under the will of Dr. George 
Alexander Kohut. Dr. Kohut died Decem- 
ber 31 at his home in this city. Yale Univer- 
sity receives holographic manuscripts by 
Henrich Heine, German poet. The papers, 
together with Dr. Kohut’s collection of He- 
braica and Judaica, autograph letters and 
various books relating to Heine, are to be 
incorporated in the Alexander Kohut-Heine 
collection, both established by the testator at 
the university. To the Columbia Grammar 
School, of which he was president and di- 
rector, Dr. Kohut left all his secular books. 
The American Jewish Historical Society of 
this city receives all of Dr. Kohut’s auto- 
graphs and reprints and other property re- 
lating to American Jewish history. Thus 
another notable collection passes from its 
collector to the public ownership.
